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NEW LIGHT ON BUTTON GWINNETT 
AND HIS FAMILY

The following document provides some genealogical facts 
about Button Gwinnett, Signer of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which seem to have escaped the notice of most of the 
savants who have made a study of Gwinnett and his connections. 
It is from the London Gazette, No. 18579, Tuesday, May 26, 1829, 
page 965, and gives the date of death of Mr. Gwinnett’s father- 
in-law, the dates of death of his widow and daughter, and Mr. 
Gwinnett’s walk of life before coming to America. The expres- 
sion ‘‘in or about,”’ several times used, is of course legal jargon 
providing a loop-hole if a date should happen to be erroneous, 
but ordinarily dates so characterized may be accepted as exact. 

‘‘Pursuant to a Decree of the High Court of Chancery made 
in a cause wherein the Rt. Hon. John Charles Earl of Clarendon 
is the Plaintiff, and Francis Cope and others are defendants, the 
Heir at Law of Aaron Bourn, who was formerly of Wolver- 
hampton in the County of Stafford, Grocer (and died in or 
about the year 1774) also the Child or Children (besides Eliza- 
beth who married Peter Belin) of Button Gwinnett (who was 
also formerly of Wolverhampton aforesaid, Grocer, and after- 
wards went to North America where he died in or about the year 
1777), and Ann his wife, who was the only child of the said 
Aaron Bourn (and also died in North America in or about the 
year 1781) also the heir at law of the said Elizabeth Belin, living 
at the time of her death in or about the year 1784, and also the 
Child or Children (if any) of the said Elizabeth Belin, are to 
come in and make out their relationship before Francis Paul 
Stratford, one of the Masters of the said Court, at his Chambers, 
in Southampton Buildings, Chancery Lane, London, or in default 
thereof they will be excluded the benefit of the said decree.’’ 


THE FAMILY OF DEACON NATHANIEL LAWRENCE 
OF GROTON

In The American Genealogist for October 1933 this contrib- 
utor published an article entitled ‘‘The Lawrence Family of 
Groton and Boston, Mass.,’’ in which he exposed the spurious 
English descent of the family but did not attempt to deal with 
its American history. Since the Boston branch became so promi- 
nent, in the middle of the last century, much has been written 
upon the family history, but in spite of this the immediate 
descendants of the patriarch of the clan, Deacon Nathaniel 
Lawrence of Groton, have remained in great confusion and 
obscurity, in spite of the controversy concerning them, which 
filled columns of the Genealogical Department of the Boston 
Transcript some thirty-five years ago and which, while bringing 
to light much new material, left the problem almost as confused 
as when it started. 

Since those now distant days it has been this contributor’s 
good luck to clear away much of the uncertainty which sur- 
rounded the family of the good deacon, as the result of consider- 
able research upon the question made in connection with his 
own ancestry, and it is hoped that the result of his investigations 
may prove of some help to future historians of the Lawrences. 
Accordingly, they are here presented with this end in view. 

The progenitor of the Groton Lawrences, as is well known, was 
one John Lawrence, a house carpenter, who came, probably from 
Suffolk or Essex, to Watertown, Mass., in 1635, where he was a 
substantial citizen. In 1660 he went, with other Watertown men, 
to found the town of Groton, Mass., and he died there in 1667. 
His son, Deacon Nathaniel Lawrence, whose immediate descend- 
ants are the subject of this article, became a considerable land 
owner at Groton and was a man of substance and importance in 
that town. 

DEACON NATHANIEL LAWRENCE was born on 15 Oct. 1639. He 
appears to have resided for a few years after his first marriage 
in Sudbury, Mass., but he soon returned to Groton, where he 
took a leading position in that rural community. He became a 
Freeman on 15 May 1672, and held the offices of Constable, 
Selectman, Surveyor of Highways and Tithingman. He was 
also a local magistrate, being ‘‘Commissioner to try small causes 
according to law.’’ He was made Ensign of the Groton Com- 
pany on 15 Oct. 1673, later becoming its Lieutenant. In or 
about 1685 he became Deacon of the Groton Church and was 
one of the first Deputies from that town to the General Court 
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in 1693. When the French war commenced in 1692, he enrolled 
as one of the Groton garrison. Like his father he was a house 
carpenter and yeoman. In or about 1694" he left the exposed 
frontier town of Groton and went to Concord, which was less 
exposed to attack. On 22 Jan. 1694/5 he was on the jury list 
at Concord (Suffolk Sup. Jud. Ct. Files, no. 3060). He soon 
removed to the village of Charlestown End (now the town of 
Stoneham), which was the extreme northern portion of old 
Charlestown and was separated from the town proper by the 
town of Medford. On 31 Oct. 1695 Nathaniel Lawrence ‘‘of 
Conecord’’ bought of Joseph Lynde seventy-one and a half acres 
at Charlestown End above Mystie Bridge (Middlesex Deeds, 
Bk. 10, p. 457). This farm lay west of the old road (now 
Summer Street) and was a little west of the present center of 
Stoneham, going towards the Woburn town line. His house 
stood on the southerly side of Hancock Street in Stoneham and 
was long known as ‘‘the old Zac. Geary house.’’ On 28 June 
1715 he joined the neighboring church at Reading. He con- 
tinued to live at Charlestown End until just before his death in 
1724, when he went, apparently, to his son John in Lexington, 
as his death is recorded in that town on 14 April 1724. After 
his death his heirs sold the Stoneham property to Thomas Geary 
(Stevens’s Hist. of Stoneham, p. 25). 

Such, in brief, is his life story and we now turn to a more 
detailed account of his family. The Deacon married thrice. 
He married first, at Sudbury, on 13 March 1660/1, Sarah, 
daughter of Joseph Morse of Medfield; she died, apparently, on 
29 Aug. 1683. Saran Morse was the mother of his children. 
He married second, prior to 31 Oct. 1695 Saran ————, who on 
that day signed an indenture of exchange of land, as his wife 
(see below). In a deed dated 16 March 1716/7, he refers to 
her as ‘‘Sarah my now wife’’ (Midd. Deeds, Bk. 23, p. 16). 
She died at Charlestown End on 25 Nov. 1717 and he married 
third, after 10 Dee. 1717, Saran Smitrn, daughter of Michael 
Smith of Charlestown End, and widow of Andrew Phillips, also 
of Charlestown End (she was bapt. at Charlestown on 4 (6 
1661). She died at Stoneham in 1737, and her son Ebenezer 
Phillips was made administrator of her estate and her step- 
grandson, Jonathan Lawrence, was surety on his bond (Wyman’s 
Charlestown, vol. 2, p. 607). 

The will of Deacon Nathaniel Lawrence of Charlestown, dated 
4 Aug. 1718, was proved 8 May 1724. He left his lands in 
Groton and Charlestown End together with his personalty to 
his sons Nathaniel and John Lawrence, and to his daughters

Genealogist for Oct. 1933 that he removed from Groton to Concord at the time of 
Phillip’s War in 1675/6. This is an error as he did not remove to Concord until 1694. 
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Hannah Holden, Mary Wheeler, Elizabeth Harris and Deborah 
Tufts and to ‘‘my son Samuel Page.’’ He also left a legacy 
to his granddaughter ‘‘Jan’’ (Jane) Lawrence. In the settle- 
ment of the estate the judge names Nathaniel and John Law- 
rence, Hannah Holden, Mary Wheeler, Elizabeth Harris and 
Deborah Tufts and says ‘‘these are all the children.’’ Each of 
the above received 1/7 of the estate except the younger son, 
John, who received 2/7, evidently his own share and, as will 
later appear, the share of the children of his deceased sister, 
Sarah Page, wife of Samuel (Midd. Prob. No. 13757). 

The Deacon had then, all by his first wife, Sarah Morse, the 
following children: i. Nathaniel, born at Sudbury 12 July 1661. 
ii. Sarah, born at Groton 1 Jan. 1662/3, died young. iii. Han- 
nah, born at Groton 12 July 1664, married Stephen Holden 
about 1685. iv. John, born at Groton 29 July 1667; married 
Hannah Tarbell on 9 Nov. 1687. He was a blacksmith and 
removed to Lexington, Mass., where he died on 12 March 1746/7. 
He was the ancestor of the Boston family and his descendants 
are well known; some of his children returned to Groton, among 
them Amos, from whom the Boston family descended. His son 
John settled in Woburn, Mass. His family will not be con- 
sidered further here. v. Mary, born at Groton 3 March 1669/70, 
married Zebediah Wheeler. vi. Sarah, born at Groton 16 May 
1672, married about 1691/2 Samuel Page, then of Groton. 
vii. Elizabeth, born at Groton 6 (4) 1674, died 10 (8) 1675. 
viii. Elizabeth, born at Groton about 1679, married Abner Harris. 
ix. Deborah, born 24 March 1682/3, married on 1 April 1708 
Peter Tufts. 

Of these children only two offer difficulties and they will be 
considered in the rest of this paper. They are Nathaniel, the 
eldest child, and Sarah. The latter will be considered first. 
She married about 1691/2 Samuel Page of Groton, the son of 
John Page, Jr., of that town, who was born on 4 June 1672. 
Since the eldest child of Samuel and Sarah Page, Samuel Page, 
was born, according to his gravestone in Medford, in 1693, 
undoubtedly at Groton, we may conclude that Samuel and Sarah 
were married in or about 1692. Soon after their marriage 
Samuel and Sarah removed, undoubtedly with the group of 
New England people who went in 1694, to South Carolina? and 
settled about twenty miles up the Ashley River above Charleston 
at a place which they named Dorchester. Very little is known 
of their life in South Carolina. On 5 Sept. 1704 the Proprietors 


2 Bond in his Watertown confused Samuel with his cousin of the same name, who lived 
in Concord and this was the Samuel, according to Bond, who went to South Carolina. 
This is wrong. I discovered the error in 1903 but did not correct it in print. Subsequently 
the well-known genealogist, Mrs. Mary Lovering Holman, made the same discovery and 
corrected Bond by an admirable note in the New England Hist. and Gen. Register (Vol. 65, 
p. 297), where full evidence upon this point will be found. 
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of South Carolina granted 300 acres on the South side of the 
Ashley River to Samuel Page and on 6 Sept. 1714 they made 
him a further grant of 61 acres in Berkeley County (Proprietors 
Grants, Office of the See. of State, Columbia, 8. C., Vol. 38, 
p. 458, and Vol. 39, p. 47). Samuel Page made a visit to New 
England in 1713 and on 30 April 1713, he, as Samuel Page 
‘‘formerly of Groton but now of South Carolina,’’ sold to 
Joseph Sanderson (‘‘soon to be married to his sister Sarah,’’ 
i.e. Sarah widow of his brother John Page) land in Groton 
which he had received from his father on 31 Jan. 1693 (Midd. 
Deeds, Bk. 16, p. 312). He returned North several years later 
for good with a second wife Martha, and on 23 March 1718/9 
Elizabeth daughter of Samuel and Martha Page was born in 
Groton. He never returned to the South, but moved into the 
wilderness west of Groton and settled at Turkey Hill, afterwards 
the town of Lunenburg, Mass. He was accompanied by all his 
sons except the eldest, Samuel, who settled at Charlestown End. 
When Lunenburg was settled, he was a prominent figure in the 
town, where he died testate on 7 Sept. 1747. His gravestone 
records that he was the first person who settled the town. The 
family have a tradition, which is undoubtedly correct, that he 
returned to New England because of the losses suffered in an 
Indian war in South Carolina. In 1715 South Carolina was 
devastated by the Yamassee Indian War, which was evidently 
the cause of his return. His wife, Sarah, evidently died in 
South Carolina, possibly in the Indian War and his second wife, 
Martha, was probably from South Carolina. Several of his 
children are mentioned in the New England records as having 
been born in that Provinee. ‘‘Old Governor Page,’’ as he was 
salled in Lunenburg, married third, a few months before his 
death, on 9 July 1747, Sarah Pierce of Leominster. That Sarah 
the first wife of Samuel Page was daughter of Deacon Nathaniel 
Lawrence, is very clear, for in addition to the mention in the 
will of the Deacon to ‘‘my son Samuel Page,’’ we find that 
Sarah, ‘‘daughter of Samuel Page of South Carolina,’’ married 
at Groton in April 1723 Isaac Farnsworth (she is mentioned as 
Sarah Farnsworth in her father’s will). On 29 Sept. 1725 
Isaac Farnsworth and Sarah his wife gave a receipt to John 
Lawrence, ‘‘one of the executors of the will of Deacon Nathaniel 
Lawrence of Charlestown,’’ for £10:10:0 in full ‘‘of the legacy 
given by his will’’ (The Lawrence Family, by Dr. Robert M. 
Lawrence, p. 182). This makes it quite clear that Sarah married 
Samuel Page, Sr. 

Samuel Page, the eldest son of Samuel and Sarah (Lawrence) 
Page, who was born in or about 1693, undoubtedly at Groton, 
returned North with his father, but did not go with him to 
Groton and Lunenburg. He settled in Charlestown End near 
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his grandfather Deacon Nathaniel Lawrence. He was a brick- 
maker and later lived close by in Medford. On 12 May 1720 he, 
styled ‘‘of Charlestown cordwainer,’’ bought 16 acres of land 
at Charlestown End ( (Midd. Deeds, Vol. 28, p. 480). On 19 May 
1719, ‘‘Samuel Page Jr. of Carolina’’ married at Medford 
‘‘Susanna Lawrence of Charlestown’’ (Medford Vital Records). 
He died at Medford on 31 Jan. 1749/50. Both he and Susanna 
will be considered further when we discuss the family of 
Nathaniel, Jr. 

We now come to Nathaniel, the eldest son of Deacon Nathaniel. 
His story is very confused and he has given headaches to many 
antiquaries who have grappled with this family. He certainly 
presents a difficult problem. The trouble is that both he, his 
father and his son of the same name were all living at the same 
time and that each of them had several wives, while no probate 
record of the estate of Nathaniel Jr. exists. He was born at 
Sudbury on 12 July 1661. As a young man he lived in Groton, 
where he was taxed with his father in 1688/9. He is styled 
in the records as both ‘‘yeoman’”’ and ‘‘brickmaker.’’ After his 
father removed to Charlestown End he still stayed on for a while 
in Groton and on 14 June 1701 ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence Jr. of 
Groton’’ sold land there (Midd. Deeds Bk. 13, p. 696). Not 
long after he appears to have followed his father to Charlestown 
End. On 22 August 1709 ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence Jr. and his 
family, who were residing at Nathaniel Lawrence Sr’s. in 
Charlestown’’ were warned out of town (Charlestown Town 
Records, Vol. 22 Archives, p. 73). He was taxed at Medford 
in May and Dee. 1714 as ‘‘ Nathaniel Lawrence Sr.’’ (so ealled 
to distinguish him from his own son Nathaniel), and again on 
18 June 1716, on which date his son ‘‘ Nathaniel Lawrence Jr.’’ 
was also taxed. ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence Sr.’’ was taxed again at 
Medford on 4 Sept. and 29 Oct. 1717 and also in 1725, 1729 
and 1730. These entries refer to the son of the Deacon. In 
1717 ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence 2nd. of Charlestown late of Groton’”’ 
sold land in Groton (Midd. Deeds, Bk. 21, p. 109). He seems 
to have gone soon after to Leicester, Mass., as on 30 August 
1720 Nathaniel Lawrence ‘‘late of Leicester’’ was warned out of 
Medford (Gen. Dept. Boston Transcript, 9 Jan. 1907). Hence- 
forth he resided at Medford. On 25 April 1724 Sarah, widow 
of Deacon Nathaniel Lawrence, quitclaimed her dower rights in 
the estate of her late husband to ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence of Med- 
ford, brickmaker,’’ and to his brother, ‘‘John Lawrence of Lex- 
ington blacksmith’’ (Midd. Probate, no. 13757). On 12 April 
1725 Nathaniel Lawrence of Medford, husbandman, John Law- 
rence of Lexington, husbandman, Hannah Holden of Groton, 
Mary Wheeler of Stow, Elizabeth Harris of Medford, and Peter 
and Deborah Tufts of Medford, conveyed to Thomas Geary of 
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Charlestown their father’s farm of 90 acres in Charlestown End; 
Anna the wife of Nathaniel also signed the deed (Midd. Deeds, 
25, p. 490). He died in the adjoining town of Woburn on 6 Jan. 
1736/7. There is no probate of his estate. 

Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr., married thrice. His first wife was 
Hannah or Anna, daughter of John Rutter of Sudbury, whom 
he married about 1683/4. By her he had two children, 1. 
Nathaniel, born about 1685 and Hannah born at Groton on 
26 April 1687. Hannah (Rutter) Lawrence appears to have 
died prior to 16 Oct. 1690, when his daughter Mary was born. 
The will of John Rutter of Sudbury, dated 6 June 1694 and 
proved on 20 May 1695, leaves a legacy to his grandchildren 
Nathaniel and Hannah Lawrence ‘‘in remembrance of my 
daughter Hannah deceased’’ (Midd. Prob., no. 19734). 

Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr., married second, evidently prior to 
16 Oct. 1690, Anna or Hannah Fiske, daughter of James Fiske, 
Sr., of Groton. The proof of this marriage is somewhat compli- 
cated. By his will, dated 14 June 1689, proved 28 April 1690, 
James Fiske, Sr., of Groton left ‘‘my now dwelling house in 
Groton’’ to his daughter Hannah (Midd. Prob., no. 7587). By 
an unrecorded indenture of exchange, preserved among the 
Lawrence family papers, dated 31 Oct. 1695, between Nathaniel 
Lawrence, Sr., of Concord and Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr., of 
Groton and Anna, ‘‘his now married wife,’’ the latter gave to 
Nathaniel, Sr., 12 acres in Groton, ‘‘where Nathaniel Jr. now 
dwelleth, which formerly belonged to James Fiske Sr.,’’ and 
Nathaniel Sr. and Sarah, his ‘‘now wife,’’ gave Nathaniel Jr. 35 
acres in Groton (The Lawrence Family, by Dr. R. M. Lawrence, 
op. ctt., p. 174). On 10 March 1695/6, Nathaniel Lawrence, 
‘late of Groton now of Concord,’’ deeded to Capt. Jonas Pres- 
cott a moiety of ‘‘the land given by James ffiske Sr. of Groton 
deceased by his last will to his son Thomas and his daughter 
Anna ffiske .... hereby conveying the part which did belong to 
the said Anna ffiske, where the house stands,’’ ete. His wife 
Sarah released her dower (Midd. Deeds, Bk. 15, p. 538). 
Nathaniel and Anna (Fiske) had issue: Mary, born at Groton 
16 Oct. 1690, and Jonathan, born there on 14 June 1696. There 
was undoubtedly also another daughter, Susanna, born, accord- 
ing to her gravestone in Medford, in 1691/2, who married on 
19 May 1719, as ‘‘Susanna Lawrence of Charlestown,’’ Samuel 
Page, Jr. (cf. above). This Susanna must now be considered. 
The tradition in the Page family, which was current as far back 
as the beginning of the last century, when it was recorded, was 
to the effect that Susanna was the cousin of Samuel. Samuel did 
not go to Lunenburg with his father but remained at Charles- 
town End with his Lawrence cousins, uncles and grandfather. 
He became a brickmaker, the trade of Nathaniel Jr. He subse- 
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quently went over the line into Medford where Nathaniel Jr. 
lived. He was, as the records show, closely associated with 
Nathaniel Jr. and his sons. Samuel and Susanna had a daughter 
Anna, born at Charlestown End, obviously named for Anna 
Fiske, as the name was a new one in the Page family. The fact 
that Samuel and Susanna were married at Medford, although 
she was called ‘‘of Charlestown,’’ tends to show that she 
belonged in Charlestown End nearby and that they were married 
at Medford, the nearest Church. At this time Nathaniel, Jr., 
was living in and about Charlestown End and Medford, unless 
he was temporarily at this time in Leicester. No Susanna can 
be found in the various families in Charlestown proper or in 
the neighboring towns of a right age to fit this marriage. She 
obviously belonged to the family of the Deacon at Charlestown 
End, in which case she must have been the unrecorded child of 
Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr. It should further be noted that, while 
the births of Samuel’s children were recorded on the Charles- 
town records, they were all baptized at Medford. Anna (Fiske 
Lawrence died between 12 April 1725 and 13 Nov. 1725. 

Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr., married as his third wife at Medford 
on 13 Nov. 1725, Anne Seecombe, widow of Richard Seecombe of 
Medford and the daughter of Major Nathaniel Wade of Medford. 
On 26 Sept. 1715, Richard Secombe of Medford and Anna his 
wife, and Jonathan Willis and Dorothy his wife, also of Med- 
ford, ‘‘children and heirs of Major Nathaniel Wade of Medford 
dec.,’’ quitclaimed to their brother, Samuel Wade (Midd. Deeds, 
Bk. 23, p. 1). On 20 Dee. 1717, Francis Lathe of Medford 
deeded to Anne Seecombe of the same, a house and land in that 
town and on 23 Nov. 1728 Nathaniel Lawrence of Medford, 
yeoman, and wife Anna sold the same to Samuel Polly, Jr., of 
Medford (Midd. Deeds, Bk. 21, p. 161; Bk. 31, p. 206). By his 
third wife he had no issue. 

We have now to consider the career of Nathaniel Lawrence, 
3rd, the son of Nathaniel Lawrence, Jr., and his first wife 
Hannah Rutter. He is described in the records as ‘‘husband- 
man’”’ and ‘‘weaver.’’ He was born, probably either in Sudbury 
or Groton, about 1685. He was taxed at Medford on 18 June 
1716 as ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence Jr.’’ He removed to Attle- 
borough, Mass., about 1720 and resided there for some years. 
On 15 Nov. 1720 he bought land in Attleborough from Peter 
Aldrich (Bristol Co. Deeds, Bk. 16, p. 11). On 2 May 1724 he, 
styled ‘‘of Attleborough,’’ sold land there (7b., Bk. 16, p. 9). 
By 16 Dee. 1729 he was back again in Medford and was taxed 
there as ‘‘Nathaniel Lawrence Jr.’’ An entry in the Medford 
records in 1729 that Nathaniel Lawrence and his family were 
warned out, probably refers to him. On the 20 Feb. 4 George 
an inquisition was held upon the body of Nathaniel Lawrence Jr., 
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who was drowned about the beginning of the previous December 
by falling overboard while passing from Boston to Medford, 
i.e. in the Mystic (Sup. Jud. Ct. Files at Boston, No. 12066). 
The question now to be settled is the date of this document, 
namely was it 4 George I or 4 George II? The 20 Feb. 4 George I 
was 20 Feb. 1717/8 and the 20 Feb. 4 George II was 20 Feb. 
1730/1. Among the jurors we find Thomas Symes, who was 
born on 11 Jan. 1701/2, John Webber, who was born on 1 July 
1703 and Samuel Laken, who was born on 22 Oct. 1701 
(Wyman’s Charlestown Vol. II, pp. 928, 1004, 600). It would, 
therefore, seem quite clear that the date of this document is 
20 Feb. 1730/1. 

Nathaniel Lawrence, 3rd, married three times. He married 
first, at Charlestown on 9 May 1710, Jane, daughter of Richard 
Belcher of Charlestown End, and had a daughter Jane, born 
26 March 1711, who is mentioned by Deacon Nathaniel in his 
will as his ‘‘granddaughter [sic, great-granddaughter] Jan 
Lawrence.’’ Jane Belcher the wife of Nathaniel, 3rd, was born 
at Ipswich on 26 March 1690 and died at Charlestown End on 
8 April 1711. He married second, about 1713, Sarah, daughter 
of John Holden of Charlestown End by whom he possibly had a 
daughter who married John Holden® and certainly a daughter 
Sarah, who married Elisha Tottenham of Woburn on 27 May 
1736, Abigail, who joined the Stoneham Church as ‘‘the 
daughter of the widow Sarah Lawrence’’ on 30 August 1739, 
and Hannah, whose birth as the daughter of Nathaniel and 
Sarah Lawrence was recorded at Attleborough on 23 April 172— 
(7.e. 1727, see below). There was also a child born in 1730, 
who probably died young. 

On 3 Sept. 1736 administration on the estate of Nathaniel 
Lawrence of Woburn (in the original paper the word Woburn 
is scratched out and Medford substituted for it and then Medford 
is seratched out and Woburn is restored) was granted to his 
brother Jonathan Lawrence of Woburn at the request of his 
widow Sarah and of John Holden and Elisha and Sarah Totten- 
ham. The probate account mentions the two youngest children, 
one aged about 4 years at the time of his decease (so born in or 
about 1727) and the other 9 months at that time (so born in or 
about 1730). The widow had had the elder for three years 
(7.e. since 1733) and the younger, who was weak and sickly, for 
six months. In the Inventory, taken 11 July 1736 (quaere 
1737), he is styled ‘‘late of Medford,’’ and his 40 or 50 acres 
at Attleborough are listed. Among his creditors we note the 


3 It seems more probable that there was no daughter who married John Holden and 
that the man who joined in the petition to have Jonathan Lawrence appointed admin- 
istrator on the estate of his brother Nathaniel on 3 Sept. 1736 was either the father or 
brother of Nathaniel’s widow Sarah. 
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names of Samuel Page and Jonathan Lawrence. The final 
account of ‘‘Jonathan Lawrence of Medford administrator of 
the estate of Nathaniel Lawrence late of said town’’ was allowed 
on 19 March 1738/9. Among the probate papers is a petition 
in which the widow states that her husband’s relatives ‘‘the 
Lawrences’’ are her enemies and that her late husband had a 
child by his maid (Midd. Prob., no. 13758). On 1 Jan. 1738/9 
‘* Jonathan Lawrence of Woburn labourer, administrator of the 
estate of Nathaniel Lawrence of Woburn, deceased intestate’’ 
(empowered to sell the real estate by a Court order dated the 
last Tuesday in July 1737), sold the Attleborough land to 
Alexander Balcom (Bristol Co. Deeds, Bk. 27, p. 516). 

Jonathan Lawrence, brother of Nathaniel, 3rd, was born at 
Groton on 14 June 1696. He is styled in the records ‘‘yeoman,’’ 
‘*farmer’’ and ‘‘husbandman.’’ He lived all his life in Stone- 
ham, Medford and Woburn. He was taxed at Charlestown 
End on 28 May 1719 (Charlestown Treasury Books, Vol. 37 
Archives) and again in 1727 (Wyman’s Charlestown, Vol. 2, 
p. 607). On 20 March 1720/1 he bought land at Charlestown 
End from Samuel Page of Charlestown, ‘‘cordwainer’’ (Midd. 
Deeds, Bk. 29, p. 165). In 1729, as ‘‘ Jonathan Lawrence of 
Charlestown,’’ he bought land in Woburn of Samuel Vinton 
(Midd. Deeds). He was taxed at Medford from 1741-1745 and 
from 1747-1750. In his will dated 24 June 1768, proved 10 Aug. 
1773, he is described as ‘‘of Stoneham’’; he devised lands in 
both Stoneham and Woburn (Midd. Prob., no. 13733; Wyman’s 
Charlestown, vol. 2, p. 607). He married about 1720/1 Joanna 
, who was a member of the Reading Church (Gen. Dept., 
Boston Transcript, 4 Feb. 1907). They had issue, four children, 
to wit: Hannah, born 25 Feb. 1721/2; Jonathan of Woburn, born 
in 1724, died in 1793; Ebenezer; and Judith. (Note: care must 
be taken not to confuse this family with that of John Lawrence, 
son of John of Lexington, who settled in that part of Woburn, 
which was set off as Burlington.) 

This completes the account of the children and grandchildren 
of Deacon Nathaniel Lawrence of Groton and Charlestown End, 
who have hitherto been in great confusion. In view of the 
importance attained by one branch of the family at a later 
period, it would seem that this clarification of the elder line of 
the Deacon’s descendants is justified. 


1. Deacon NATHANIEL LAWRENCE” (John) of Groton, born 
15 Oct. 1639, died at Lexington 14 April 1724. He lived for a 
few years after 1661 at Sudbury, but soon returned to Groton 
where he was a Freeman on 15 May 1672. Selectman, Commis- 
sioner to try small causes, Deacon, Ensign and Lieutenant. 
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Removed to Concord about 1694 and in 1695 or 1696 to Charles- 
town End, where he henceforth lived. Married first, at Sud- 
bury, on 13 March 1660/1, Saran Morse, daughter of Joseph 
and Hannah (Phillips) Morse of Medfield, who died on 29 Aug. 
1683. Married second, before 31 Oct. 1695 Saran —, who 
died at Charlestown End on 25 Nov. 1717. Married third, after 
10 Dee. 1717, Saran, widow of Andrew Putuips of Charlestown 
End, and daughter of Michael Samir of the same. She died in 
1737.

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EARLY INGRAHAM FAMILIES OF NEW ENGLAND 


(With special reference to the Ingrahams of Connecticut) 


Prepared for EDwarD INGRAHAM, B.A., of Bristol, Conn., by DoNnaLp 
Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


Note. Some accounts of the early Ingrahams of New England 
have sought to relate them by making Richard Ingraham who 
died at Northampton, Mass., in Aug. 1683, the common progeni- 
tor, and father of William and Henry of Boston, Jarrett of 
Rehoboth, and John of Hadley. Research has not been suffi- 
ciently extensive, in all the localities involved, to make possible 
at this time a conclusive statement as to the possible relationship 
of these families. 

Considerable research has been made, however, in certain 
localities and regarding certain branches of these families, and 
it has been decided, with the permission of Mr. Edward Ingra- 
ham, to publish the facts collected, partly in the hope that others 
who are interested in some of these families may be encouraged 
to amplify the account here given with the results of their own 
researches. 

The earliest of the name to appear in New England was 
Edward Ingram, as his name appears in the shipping list of the 
Blessing, in which he embarked in 1635, aged 18. He settled in 
Salem, Mass., but his name drops out of Essex County Court 
records after 1646, and he either died unmarried or removed to 
parts unknown. 


JARRETT INGRAHAM FAMILY 


JARRETT? INGRAHAM married first, at Boston, Mass., 28 May 
1662, Respecca SALe, daughter of Edward. They removed about 
1664, after birth of their first child, to Rehoboth, Mass., and 
between 1671 and 1673 to Swansea, Mass. They returned, after 
1686, to Rehoboth, where Rebecca was buried 16 Aug. 1691. 
He married second, at Rehoboth, 22 Apr. 1692, WarrstILL, widow 
of Joseph Sapin. He died at Rehoboth, 11 Jan. 1717/18, and 
his widow died there 5 Nov. 1718. 

His will, which he signed, was dated 16 Apr. 1714, proved 
3 Feb. 1717/18. Calling himself Jaret Ingraham of Rehoboth, 
Cooper, being aged, he gave to his son John Ingraham ‘‘my 
lands in Swanzey which he hath already a deed of from me to 
him,’’ and one shilling. To son Joseph Ingraham, all that land 
and commonage ‘‘which he hath a deed of me in Attleborough,’’ 
and one shilling. To son Benjamin Ingraham, land in Rehoboth 
and Attleborough ‘‘which he hath already a deed of,’’ and one 
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shilling. To son Jeremiah Ingraham, land in Attleborough 
‘‘which he hath already had a deed of me to him,’’ and one 
shilling. To the children of my daughter Margaret Freman, 
one shilling, ‘‘and the reason I give no more is because I gave 
their mother her full portion in her life time.’’ To my daughter 
Rebeckah Robinson, as an addition to what she hath had, five 
shillings. To my daughter Hannah Larrence, in addition to 
what she hath had, five shillings. All said sums to be paid by 
my executrix and executor in one year after my decease. ‘‘ All 
the rest and residue..... to my son Obadiah Ingraham (viz 
my whome lot houseing Barn orcharding and land purchased of 
Jonathan Bishop towards 40 acres and all other my Rights 
wheresoever & whatsoever Together with all my moveable estate 
as Oxen Cows Yong Cattle Sheep Swine Carts wheels Shop 
Tools and husbandry tackling of all sorts and all other things 
not before named Provided he maintain my dearly beloved wife 
Waitstill Ingraham honorably and suitably all the days of her 
natural life & that he Bestow and [sic; on] my self and my s® 
wife if she Live Longer than I an Honorable Decent Funeral 
and also Pay all my Lawful Debts.’’ Wife Waitstill Ingraham 
executrix and son Obadiah Ingraham executor. Witnesses: 
Abiah Carpenter, John Lyon, Daniel Smith. A short inventory, 
not totaled, was taken by Daniel Smith and John Robinson, 
3 Feb. 1717/18. [Bristol County Probate Ree. 3: 376, 377.]

On 30 July 1713, 
Joseph Ingraham of Attleborough, weaver, sold 6 acres in that 
town to Richard Wex [7b., 16: 418].

Ingraham, lands in partnership with my son Nathaniel Shep- 
perdson [ib., 12:51].

This was Joseph’s last deed in Bristol County, Mass., and 
disposed of his homestead. The birth of his son Nathaniel was 
recorded in Bellingham, Mass., the following year. He so- 
journed there only a short time, and bought no land in Suffolk 
County, Mass. He next appears in Windham, Conn., where the 
birth of his youngest son, Nathan, was entered early in 1724; 
but he bought no land there. Joseph and Mary were named 
as the parents of the two children born at Bellingham and at 
Windham. They were admitted to the First Church, Lebanon, 
Conn., from Windham, 7 Jan. 1735. The name of Joseph 
Ingraham appears in the account book of Thomas Newcomb kept 
at Lebanon, Conn., 1735-38 [New Eng. Hist. and Gen. Register, 
31:295]. Children of Joseph settled in Norwich, in Lyme, in 
Colchester, and in Hebron. The last years of Joseph and Mary 
were doubtless spent in that general region, and their deaths are 
recorded in Hebron, where they were presumably then living 
with their son Nathan. The deeds in Lebanon and Hebron have 
not been searched. No will or probate of Joseph has been found.

to son Job of Woodbury (Executor), livestock, husbandry tools, 
ete.; to daughter Patience Annen, 15s.; to daughter Betty Lamb 
of Woodbury, 5s. The will was proved at New Milford, 11 Aug. 
1775, by the witnesses, Joseph Calhoun, Ebenezer Calhoun, and 
George Calhoun. On 9 Aug. 1775, Sarah Ingraham of Goshen 
agreed to accept what her husband (Benjamin Ingraham of 
Goshen dec’d) left her in his will, though little more than she 
brought at intermarriage, because he had allowed her to make 
sundry gifts to her own children out of what was his own proper 
estate.

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HENRY INGRAHAM FAMILY 


Henry! INGRAHAM, a cooper, settled in Boston, Mass., and 
married first, by 1672, Lyp1a Dowse, born at Boston, 10 Mar. 
1655, daughter of Francis and Katharine Dowse. Administra- 
tion on the estates of Henry Ingraham, deceased, cooper, and of 
Lydia Ingraham, his wife, was granted, 25 May 1719, to their 
son, Joseph Ingraham, cooper, of Boston [Suffolk County 
Probate]. 

On 12 Aug. 1697, Katherine Dowse of Boston, widow of 
Francis Dowse, cordwainer, conveyed for love to her daughter, 
Lydia Ingraham, wife of Henry Ingraham, cooper, mentioning 
that the dwelling house where Lydia and her husband live was 
willed to her after Katherine’s death by Francis in his will 
dated 13 Dec. 1680 [Suffolk County Deeds, 14: 396]. 

Katherine Dowse also conveyed to her daughter, Mary Hill, 
and on 19 Aug. 1697 the children of Francis and Katherine rati- 
fied the sale; the signers were Joseph Bridgham as attorney for 
Mr. John Beyer, Naomi Collins, and Henry and Lydia Ingraham 
[ib., 14: 418]. 

Henry Ingraham’s wife Lydia died some years before him, 
but no action was taken on her estate until after Henry’s death, 
when both estates were administered jointly. Henry Ingraham 
married second, at Boston, 6 Oct. 1708, ExizaAnerH UNDERWOOD, 
who died at Boston, 17 Jan. 1717/18 in her 62nd year (Copp’s 
Hill Inscriptions). On 15 July 1714, Henry Ingraham of 
Boston, cooper, for £30, conveyed to Joseph Ingraham of Boston, 
cooper, land on Brattle Street, and his wife Elizabeth released 
her dower right, Henry signed the deed and Elizabeth made her 
mark [7b., 29: 272]. 

Immediately following the death of Henry, Sr., the younger 
Henry, then barely twenty-one, and without a wife, mortgaged 
his share of the property to Joseph Ingraham. Joseph bought 
out the interest of the other heirs, and these deeds are so impor- 
tant to the history of the family that brief abstracts are given 
here.

1722. [1b., 35: 253.] 
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On 14 Apr. 1721, Aaron Ingraham, victualler, and Elizabeth 
his wife, John Coolidge, cordwainer, and Hannah his wife, 
Stephen Kinsley, blacksmith, and Lydia his wife, and James 
Cox, fisherman, and Alis his wife, all of Boston, for £9 ‘‘to each 
of us,’’ conveyed to Joseph Ingraham of Boston, cooper, their 
right to a dwelling house and land in Boston near Brattle Street 
‘‘which did form'ly belong to, and was in the possession of Our 
honoured Mother Lydia Ingraham Late of Boston ..... 
Deceased, which was bequeathed to her by the Last Will... . 
of Francis Douse Late of Boston .... . Deceased,’’ also land 
adjoining the same ‘‘ Which was bequeathed to our said Honour4 
Mother Lydia Ingraham as by a Certaine Deed of Gift from our 
Grandmother Katherine Douse Deceas*’’ dated 12 Aug. 1697. 
[ib., 35: 236.] 

Joseph Ingraham of Boston, cooper, for £135, sold to Arthur 
Savage of Boston, Esq., 11 Mar. 1722/3, his deed reciting the 
following genealogical facts. ‘‘Whereas Henry Ingraham late 


of Boston..... Cooper & Lydia his Wife dyed seized in their 
(or One of their) own proper right of ..... that Certain 
Dwelling house and Land thereto belonging .... . near Brattle 
Street in Boston ..... heretofore the Estate .... of Francis 
Dowse of s*. Boston deceased .... As also....a peice of 


Land adjoyning .... two shares or ninth parts of which Land 
by Law appertain’d to John Ingraham Eldest Son of the s‘. 
Henry Ingraham & Lydia his Wife upon their decease And the 
other Seven shares... . belonged to their other seven Children, 
named Joseph Moses Aaron Henry Hannah Lydia & Alice upon 
the death of their s*. parents. And Whereas Henry Ingraham 
of s?

. . . the eleventh day of May 1719 mortgaged his share unto 
his Brother Joseph Ingraham .... as a Security for the pay- 
ment of fourteen pounds with the Interest .... on or before 
the Eleventh day of May 1720... . due & unpaid to this day 
And whereas on the fourteenth day of April 1721 Aaron 
Ingraham and Eliz*. his Wife Stephen Kinsley & Lydia his 
Wife John Coolidge & Hannah his Wife James Cock & Alice 
his Wife (the s*. Aaron Lydia Hannah & Alice being four of 
the Children of the s*. Henry & Lydia Adams [sic, should be 
Ingraham] dee’.) .... granted their rights .... unto the s*. 
Joseph Ingraham their Brother So that in his own right & by 
vertue of the purchases .... he is justly entituled to Six ninth 
parts of the s*. House & Land,’’ Joseph now sells to Arthur 
Savage his six-ninths of this property ‘‘And also A Certain 
peice .... of Land which I bought of my s*. Father Henry 
Ingraham in his life time.’’ Mary wife of Joseph released her 
dower interest. [1b., 36: 243.] 
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On 17 Apr. 1720, but not acknowledged until 17 Apr. 1723, 
Moses Ingraham of Portsmouth, N. H., tailor, with Elizabeth 
his wife, for £9, conveyed to Joseph Ingraham of Boston, Mass., 
cooper, their right in the dwelling house, ete., the description 
being similar to that in the following deed. [7b., 37: 39.] 

On 26 Aug. 1723, John Ingraham of Saybrook, Conn., cooper, 
his wife Sarah consenting, for £18, sold to Joseph Ingraham of 
Boston, cooper, ‘‘All my Double Share’’ in the house and land 
‘‘which did formerly belong to .... my Hon*. Mother Lydia 
Ingraham .... devised to her... by the last Will... . of 
Francis Douse [dated 13 Dec. 1680] .... also all my Double 
share .... in the addition of A Certain peice of Land.... 
adjoyning .... which Land was given to the s*. Lydia Ingraham 
by my Hon*. Grandmother M*™. Katherine Dowse’’ [by deed 
12 Aug. 1697]. [ib., 37: 108.] 

Finally, on 21 Sept. 1723, Joseph Ingraham, his wife Mary 
consenting, for £40, sold to Arthur Savage, Esq., the remaining 
three-ninths of the inherited property which he had acquired by 
the last two mentioned deeds. [1b., 37: 108.]

JOSEPH? INGRAHAM (Henry'), born at Boston, Mass., 30 Apr. 
1689 ; married at Boston, 3 Sept. 1713, Mary MAcrar.anp, born 
at Boston, 22 Jan. 1693/4, died at Concord, Mass., 30 June 1778 
in 87th yr. (Hill Bur. Ground), daughter of Duncan and Mary 
Macfarland. Her father was a mariner who died in 1696/7, his 
inventory showing goods at Surinam. The widow, Mary Mac- 
farland, married second, at Boston, 11 Dee. 1697, Dr. John 
Perkins. 

Joseph Ingraham, as shown above, bought the interest of his 
brothers and sisters in the family property in Boston, and sold 
it in 1723. It was supposed by some genealogists in the past 
that he was father of Nathaniel Ingraham of Colchester, Conn., 
born at Bellingham, Mass., in 1721. Apparently this belief was 
based on the fact that his son Joseph, Jr., settled in Middletown, 
Conn., not far from Colchester. However, the deeds cited above 
show that Joseph of Boston continued to reside there between 
1720 and 1723, so would hardly have a son born in Bellingham in 
1721; and in fact, he had thirteen children born in Boston, 
whose baptisms all are of record. 

Joseph was doubtless living in 1742, when his son Joseph was 
still called junior.

Examining the list of children of Ananiah Bohonon, we dis- 
cover a considerable gap between the first and second, although 
the succeeding five come at regular intervals of two to three 
years. The last child was born in 1791, when Sarah would have 
been 55. Dearborn also suggests a marriage date of about 1776, 
which obviously does not agree with John Fifield’s will. From 
these and other considerations I have concluded that Ananiah 
married both Sarah and Shuah; that Sarah was his first wife, 
and mother of his first child, and that she died, sometime prior 
to 1776, and that he then married her sister, Shuah (No. 167), 
which see for the rest of Ananiah’s children.

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THE WIFE OF WILLIAM CADMAN, OF 
PORTSMOUTH, R. I. 


By G. ANDREWS Moriarty, A.M., LL.B., F.S.A. 


William Cadman, an early settler of Portsmouth, R. L., left a 
fairly numerous posterity, and a genealogy of the family is now 
in the course of compilation. He first appears in Portsmouth as 
the witness of a deed of Ralph Earle on 19 Feb. 1652/3 (Records 
of the Town of Portsmouth, p. 418). On 5 June 1654 he was 
received as an inhabitant of the town (ib., p. 62). He married, 
about 1652-55, Elizabeth, and his eldest son, George, afterwards 
of Dartmouth, Mass., was a juryman at Portsmouth in 1676 
(Austin, p. 268). 

Another early settler of Portsmouth was Thomas Cornell. He 
was of Boston, Mass., from 6 Sept. 1638 to 6 June 1639, but on 
4 Feb. 1640/1 he was of Portsmouth (Austin, p. 54). In 1643 
he was with the Hutchinsons in the Bronx, but he was back in 
Portsmouth by 1646 and he died there about 1656 (Austin, p. 
cit.). His widow, Rebecca, died at the house of her son, Thomas, 
on 8 Feb. 1672/3 by falling into the fire. Thomas, Jr., was 
found guilty of her death on very flimsy evidence and executed 
on 23 May 1673. Her will, dated 2 Sept. 1664 names among 
her younger children her son Samuel, to whom she gave land 
in Dartmouth, Mass., and her daughter Elizabeth (Portsmouth 
Serap Book). 

Thomas Cornell, Jr., of Portsmouth, lived for some time, in 
early life, in New Amsterdam, where he married, as his first 
wife, on 2 Nov. 1642, Elizabeth Fiscock, evidently the daughter 
of Edward Fiscock, an early English inhabitant of New Amster- 
dam, apparently from Plymouth, England (cf. Colonial Records 
of New York; Phillimore’s Plymouth Marriages). They had a 
daughter Elizabeth, born in 1644 (Austin, p. 54). 

On 9 July 1661 Elizabeth Cornell married Christopher Almy 
of Portsmouth. He was born in 1632 and died 30 Jan. 1712/3 
(cf. Austin). The gravestone of his wife Elizabeth at Ports- 
mouth is partly obliterated, but she died on 12 Jan. 1714/5 in 
‘‘the 7- year of her age’’. From what is left of her age on the 
stone it is evident that it originally read ‘‘72nd’’, ‘‘73rd’’ or 
**78th’’ year of her age. 

The will of Samuel Cornell of Dartmouth (son of Thomas, Sr., 
and Rebecca), dated 13 May 1699, was proved 7 Feb. 1714/5. 
In it he makes ‘‘my cousin, George Cadman of Dartmouth,’’ one 
of his overseers, executors and guardians of his children (Bristol 
Co., Mass., Probate at Taunton). He had issue, all born at 
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Dartmouth: Thomas, born 22 Sept. 1685; Samuel, born 11 Jan. 
1688/9, and Comfort, born 4 Dec. 1691. These children are 
named in his will. 

Mr. Austin concluded (p. 55) that Christopher Almy married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Cornell, Sr., and Rebecca. In 
view of the above, when one considers that the ages given on 
gravestones are usually some years out, it seems more likely that 
he married Elizabeth (born 1644), the daughter of Thomas, Jr., 
and Elizabeth (Fiscock) and that the Elizabeth, who was the 
wife of William Cadman was identical with her aunt, Elizabeth, 
born about 1638-40, the daughter of Thomas, Sr., and Rebecca. 
That would make George Cadman the ‘‘cousin’’ (7.e., nephew) 
of Samuel Cornell of Dartmouth.
